/''I REAT as have been the advances in photography of late years, it 
is thoroughly recognised, by all competent to speak on any 
question of art, that there are characters in all living beings that no 
camera can render as truly as can the art of the painter. Mrs. Perrin’s 
object in the water-colour drawings here reproduced has Jbeen to give 
faithful life-size portraits of a representative series of British wild 
plants. As far as possible the whole plant—root, leaf, flower and 
fruit—has been included. As, in a few cases, more than one species 
will be drawn on one plate, about 285 species, representing 245 
genera, will be given, and some thirty analytical plates of dissections 
will be added to facilitate the minuter study of the plants. Of the 
hundred Families of British flowering plants, all but twelve are repre¬ 
sented, those omitted, besides Grasses and Sedges, being mostly small 
groups of the less attractive water-plants. Every care has been taken 
to reproduce the drawings in as perfect facsimile as the best modern 
processes permit ; and all names have been omitted from the plates 
themselves, so as in no way to detract from their beauty as pictures.

The present is a fine specimen of early Timurid art, and such 
exquisite examples of the painting and calligraphy of this period are 
rare. There is no indication as to how it came into India, but it was 
clearly much appreciated by the Mughal emperors ; there are several 
entries of its having been “ inspected ” at various dates in the reign of 
Akbar, from year 1 to 16 of the Ilahl Era (which he instituted in 
1583 A.D.). The signature of Akbar is naturally not found here, as he 
could neither read nor write. But his son, Jahangir, has written with 
his own hand a note that it came into his library in the 4th year of 
his reign. There are also the seals of the librarians of Sbah Jahan, 

Aurangzeb and Shah ‘Alam. It was probably carried off into Persia 
by Nadir Shah after his sack of Dehli in 1738, as it has a Persian 
binding in the style of the 18th century. It was in Kabul in 1239 
( = 1823-4 a d.), but the name of its owner then has been obliterated.

The First Editio n.— Twenty years have now elapsed since this Dictionary was 
published in Shanghai, after having been in preparation for some eighteen years 
previously. The work of printing then occupied nearly two years, in spite of such 
manifold advantages as a printing-office specially built for the purpose by Messrs. 
Kelly and Walsh and placed under the able management of Mr. John Morris, 
native compositors to set up the Chinese types, and skilled literary natives to aid in 
revising the proofs. 

“ The Second Edition! —The Dictionary in its present form must be carefully 
distinguished from a mere re-issue, under the cover of a new title-page, a new preface, 
and an altered date. I successfully resisted the great temptation to stereotype the 
first edition,—a course which is profitable to the author but very unprofitable to the 
Future student,—feeling sure that many years must pass away before anything like 
a satisfactory Chinese Dictionary could be laid definitively before the public. Early 
editions of the kind, in any language, have seldom if ever come at all near to 
perfection; and when it is remembered that Liddell and Scott’s famous lexicon, 
with all the wealth of Greek scholarship available on its behalf, has had to run 
through many editions before reaching its present degree of accuracy of research, 
some consideration may perhaps be extended to a work which has even now attained 
only to its second stage of existence. The preparation of the present edition may

•during this interval the following improvements have been carried out:—

This Book, which is the first work to give a general aper^u of the subject, is the outcome 
of many years’ close study, for which Dr. F. R. Martin, in his official connection with the 
Swedish Legation at Constantinople for many years, had exceptional opportunities. 
Although for some time previously the subject had greatly interested him, the inception 
of this book may be said to date from his visit to Bukhara in 1894, when he first seriously 
attempted to collect material for the work. From that time onward, except when en¬ 
gaged on his monumental work on Oriental Carpets, he has devoted his energies to the 
writing of this work, and has visited every public and private collection of Oriental 
Manuscripts from Madrid to St. Petersburg, and from Cairo to Edinburgh, and has 
photographed over three thousand selected miniatures. Of these about six hundred are 
reproduced in the present work.
